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DISHORNING CALVES. 


-. 


Every farmer should realise that horns are 
a positive disadvantage in cattle that are to 
be fattened and that in these days of keen 
competition he should do his part towards 
supplying cattle such as are wanted by 
British feeders. Every breeder should, there- 
fore, made it. part of his ordinary farm prac- 
tice to dishorn all bull calves that will even- 
tually be sold for fattening. 

The methods of dishorning young calves is 
simple and easily carried out. It should be 
performed when the calf is from two to seven 
days old, and may he briefly described as fol- 
lows:—First clip the.hhair. from around the 
budding horns, the on of which should then 
be slightly moistened, care being taken to 
avoid wetting the sitrroanding skin. Then 
rub tha tip of each horn firmly with a stick 
of caustic potash until a light impression 
has been made on the centre of the horn. 
This can generally be done in less than half 
a minute. The horns should be treated in 
this manner from two to four times, accord- 
Ing to the size of the horn and the age of 
the animal. About five minutes should elapse 
between each application. If, during the 
mterval of five minutes aft’ one or more 
applications, a little blood appears in the 
centre of the horn, it will then be necessary’ 
to give only a further very slight rabbing 
with the potash. : 


SPROUTING POTATOES. 


FÉ“ 
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There is one point worth mentioning to 
potato-growers just now, and that is the 
desirability of boxing and sprouting their seed 
prior to planting. The seed tubers should be 
placed in shallow boxes with the crown or 
rose end uppermost, and the boxes placed in 
a shed where light is freely admitted but 
frost excluded. If sufficient light is given, 
not every eye will gro’, but the tubers will 
restrict themselves to two or three leading 
sprouts These sprouts produce the best 
plants And the larger yields. If, on the other 
hand, potato sets are kept in the dark eve 
eye will endeavour to produce a sprout, whic 
will be light-coloured. and weakly. e 
sprouts at planting time should be strong 
and sturdy, not more than one inch long, 
and of a dark green, purple or blue colour 
according to the variety.: Tubers that de- 
velop spindly, weak sprouts are unsuitable 
for planting. 
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MANURES FOR POTATOES.

Farmers are advised to use only the follow- 
ing mixture of artificial manures for 
potatoes :-~ : 

1 cwt, sulpliate of ammonia. 
,, superphosphate, 
] muriate of potash. 

Where a moderate amount of farmyard 
manure is applied 6 ewt, of the mixture of 
artificials will usually be a sufficiently heavy 
dressing. Where potatoes are being grown 
without farmyard manure from 9 to 10 cwt. 
of the mixture should be used. This mixture 
has been proved to be generally safisfactory 
and it is now. sold by some manure manu- 
facturers as ‘‘ Special Potato Manure.”

STATISTICS. 


SOME GAPS IN OUR 
KNOWLEDGE. 


We should like to think a belief (which 
originated for us during our own study of 
agricultural statistical cofditions in this 
column) which finds reinforcement from ' 
the compilation just issued by the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce, giving. the 
principal statistical facts for 1847-1926, was 
mistaken. That belief is that whilst farmers 
as a whole in this country may benefit a 
little from the issue of these statistics the 
individual farmer scarcely benefits at all. 
This is not to say that the statistics are not 
valuable; on the contrary, they are invaluable. 
But their value, we fear, lies entirely in the 
interpretation,. and this is & matter . for 
economists in which farmers are not in- 
terested. Moreover, though it would be difh- 
cult to say too much in praise of. the in- 
dustry and intelligence displayed in the 
Ministry’s report, it confirms a belief we 
have recently expressed, that an agricultural 
survey is a matter of urgent and practical 
importance. A few broad facts taken from 
the report illustrate this. We learn ‘that 
53 per cent. of employed persons in this 
country were working in agriculture. But 
when? Unfortunately the last date for re- 
porting these figures was 1912..».No- doubt, 
these Reures will'be brought up to date in 
time, but will we know, even then, -what.| 
proportion of the unemployed persons are un- 
employable? How many, for instance, are 
above and how. many below the employable 
ages; how many are women with families ; 
how many are engaged in shop-keeping, or 
are clerical and professional persons, or en- 
gaged otherwise than in production, and 
are these classes. now increasing or de- 
creasing relatively to population, «and. also 
to employability ? 

How to Avoid Misleading Inference. 


All these facts, it may be said, will be 
revealed when our vital statistics for the last 
census are completed. But to make them of 
such value that their meaning will be evident 
to the ordinary: reader witHout a very com- 
plex study and system of calculation, they 
will require the type of treatment which we 
suggest is part -of an agricultural survey. 
They should be illustrated, we think, by 
regional studies to find ont. whether many 
areas might not be more intensively farmed, 
Let us take’ some aspects of such an !n- 
quiry. - The figures. before us do not profess 
to deal in money values, they deal only in 
quantities. ~It is true: that, taken in con- 
junction with our export figures, they are 
a clue to the importance of agriculture .as 
the chief wealth-producing industry in this 
country. But, taken alone, as they would 
be by casual rural readers, they do#hot throw 
a great dea] of light upon the values of 
either our internal agriculture or of the in- 
dustry considered as: a whole: We learn 
indeed, that cumulative shrinkage im area 
tilled may lead to erroneous conclusions unless 
account is taken of the great increase im the 
vield per acre during the same period. But 
what the plain man will want to ‘know+—not 
to @ penny, nor-even to a thousand pounds— 
is how these facts work out on balance. . It 
appears also from the report that ‘‘ Ireland 
during the present century has been produc- 
ing larger quantities of food for beast and 
man than at any time during the nineteenth 
century.” The farmer. will at once ask why, 
in view of these facts, farming, in his own 
experience, is a depressed industry. Hé will 
be given two answers, and, though each of 
them may be part of the truth, placed side 
by side they tend, if not to cancel each other, 
at least to confuse him.. One answer is that 
Irish agricultural depression is a part of a 
universal depression in farming everywhere, 
in consequence of which prices for agricul- 
tural produce have fallen on the British 
market. A second answer appears in the re- 
port: that this country was never tilled to 
anything like the extent to which Continental 
countries are tilled—29 per cent. as against 
Denmark’s 65 in 1926. ‘Yet we find that 65 
per cent. of all occupied persons in Ireland 
pursue farming, whereas in Denmark the per- 
centage is only 29.1. These facts ‘are ‘net. 
necessarily inconsistent with each other, but 
they require interpretation. 


Interpretations and a Regional: Survey. 


Now, interpretation is beset with many 
dangers. The figures are not always taken 
from the same year, and are, therefore, not 
strictly comparable. Again, foreign condi- 
tions and our own are so different that com- 
parisons are liable to mislead us. All this is 


‘very fairly pointed out in the report before 


us. To make the report of the practical, solid 
value it can become, we suggest the need of 
intensive study of typical farm areas in this 
country, compared one with the other. We 
should be able to ascertain why only 25 per 
cent. of the labour employed upon land is 
hired labour. (Is it due more to lack of skill 
on the worker’s part or lack of initiative on 
the farmer’s?) But this can hardly be done 
for a country as a whole, save by a very 
exhaustive inquiry covering a long period. 
But facts of great value in Irish economics 
should be obtainable by an intensive inquiry 
overa small area, takinga relatively short 
time. From this we think the individual farmer 
would profit. For large masses of figures 
essential to the economist are, unfortunately, 
of little value to the average man. As a 
concrete instance of what we suggest take 
this quotation from the report :—' Creamery 
farmers maintain not only far more milch 
cows to the thousand acres of crops and pas- 
ture than non-creamery farmers, but have also 
much more pigs, poultry and calves, but 
much fewer sheep and of the older dry stock, 
killing off their catthe at a very early. age. 
Creamery farmers specialise in ‘ the breakfast 
table commodities,’ non-creamery farmers in 
the production of beef and mutton.’’ Here 
is a subject for further inquiry.: The tables 
very properly emphasise the importance to 
the industry of creamery work, specifying 
the creamery counties and distinguishing them 
from the non-creamery counties. A rezional 
survey would elaborate this comparison in 
terms of value. 


Practical Values of the Report. 


We are far from suggesting that farmers 
ought not to study these reports. They can- 
not know too much about the progress of 
their own industry. Even to be told that 
those of them supplying creameries who work 
fifty to a hundred-acre farms “ have 30 per 
cent. thore pigs, 7 per cent. more poultry, 
574 per cent. more milch cows, nearly 37 per 
cent. more cattle under á, year, and 18 per 
cent... more total cattle for. every. thousand 
acres of agricultural land in Ireland than 
farmers with the same size of holding who do 
not supply creameries"’ should furnish a key 
to the line on which farming can be made to 
pay in large parts of the country. “This is 
not a new fact, but since the co-operative 
creameries have not yet wholly covered the 
good dairying districts, but are still spread- 
ing, it should be an encouragement to those 
in creamery districts who have not yet risen 
to their possibilities to consider new develop- 
ments in their area. It may not perhaps help 
an individual farmer very much to know that 
“during the period 1912 to 1926, the smaller 
the holding the greater the percentage de- 
crease in tillage, in milch cows and in pigs, 
und the smaller the percentage increase in 
poultry.”” . Yet this may be one factor in 
determining what is an economic holding. 
That is of importance to the nation, as well 
as to the individual. Put, before the vast 


mass of facts set out and summarised in the 
report can be utilised in practical ways, we 


phink a simplification based on a study of a 


REARING THE CHICKENS. | 
USE -OF x: BROODER. 


Chicken-rearing to be a success means 
some hard work and attention to details, 
Chickens ean be reared artificially in a 
brooder or naturally with a hen; but, as it 
is difficult to get broody hens early in. the 
year, most people who bring out the chickens 
in an incubator rear them successfully in a 
brooder.* This means a saving of labour, as 
it takes less time to look after 60 chicks in 
a brooder than the same number with four 
or five hens. 

When large numbers of chicks are reared 
they are usually accommodated in brooder- 
houses, but for flocks of from 50 to 100 
chicks outdoor brooders are more popular, as 
thev can easily be moved from one place to 
another. A brooder should consist of three 
compartments—a sleoping section, @ warm 
chamber, and a run section. 


An Open-air Run, 


We add a wire run, the width of a brooder 
and about six feet long. It is only two feet 
high, and, as thé roof is of wire-netting, the 
chicks. get ‘plenty of fresh air and any sun- 
shine there is. On wet days we cover it 
with a sheet of galvanised iron. _ This run 
is very useful when chicks are tiny, as it 
can be moved along’ with the brooder, ensur- 
ing fresh grass, every third or fourth day. 
Even when,chicks are allowed ont, into ' the 
wide, wide world,” we give. them .their. last 
meal in this run.. Then they go into brooder 
whenever they like. We have found by 
experience that it is a much easier matter 
fo’ coax them to supper than .to bed, 
especially when summer time comes along. 


Preparing the ‘Brooder. 


The brooder should be got ready during 
last week of hatching. It should be white- 


- washed inside for each fresh brood of chicks. 


A white-wash recommended by 4 prominent 
poultry-keeper is—a pirit of paraffin oil and 
sib: of soft. soap to every four gallons of 
lime and water. The oil is a splendid insect 
killer: and the soap makes the wash adhere 
to the wood, 

Give the: chicks fresh. curtains at the 
beginning of the year; there are usually 
scraps of suitable, material in most house- 
holds. Sometimes the brooder wants 
a coat of paint, or the roof needs to 
be tarred . and ‘sanded. The _brooder 
should be properly warmed. before the 
chicks are put in, so that the lamp 
can be lit, arid the bedding of chopped straw 
put in as soon as eggs are chipped. 
temperature of 90 degrees is suitable for the 
first week: It can be lowered to 85 degrees 
for the ‘second week, and. gradually reduced 
to 70 degtees’ by the time -chicks are five or 
six weeks old. Care should be. taken when 
moving chicks from ‘incubator to brooder that 
they do not get chilled. 


Some Dont’s. 


Two important. points in successful rearing 
are—(1\)Don’t over-heat. the chicks. (2) Don’t 
over-feed them. No food shonld he given for 
36 hours after hatching, and the first feed 
should be fine grit, or, if preferred, the grit 
can be mixed in the first’ feed of bread- 
crumbs and finely chopped hard-hofled egg. 
This mixture is suitable for the first week 
given alternatively with any, of the grain 
mixtures’for~:smal]l chicks. e egg and 
breadcrumbs can gradually be dispensed with, 
and the following mixture take its place :— 

Pollard—3 parts. 

Indian mea]—1 part. 

Biscuit. meal—1 part. 

Meat and bone meal—4 part. 


Regular Feeding. 


We wet this with warm water and skim- 
milk, and have been successful using the wet 
mash and grains, but some prefer the dry 
mash system. When chicks are a week old 
we give them some finelv-chopped garlic in 
the mash, and have found it so far a preven- 
tive of gapes. The chicks should have fresh 
water to drink, They can also he given 
skim-milk, but this should not be left con- 
tanually before them ; twice a day is sufficient. 
Feed regularly, and remove feeding-boards 
when the chicks have finished. Sour food 
is likely to cause disease. When feeding 
brooder chicks one. must be careful to see 
that every chick “ comes to the table.” Often 
a weakling or, perhaps, a shy one will re- 
main behind the curtains, and may die of 
hunger if not noticed in time. Thev should 
also be watched after a feed to see that they 
know their way back into the warm compart- 
ment. A brooder is only a machine, and so 
the owner must supply to some extent the in- 
telligence of mother hen ; but after a few days 
the chicks become quite independent, and 
know their way about.

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POWER ON THE FARM. 


At the conference held recently at the 
Rothamsted Experimental Station on the 
question of power for cultivation and haulage 
on the farm, the horse, the motor tractor, 
and electric power ail had their advocates. 
It wag clear from the discussion that the day 
of the horse on the farm is far from done. 
The lighter operations can apparently be 
more economically performed by him than by 
mechanical power, although the representa- 
tives of implement firms again and again 
avowed that they could fit mechanical power 
implements to do any of ‘the ordinary power 
jobs of farm cultivation. But they said that 
it was éssential that a tractor used on farms 
should be properly looked after. 

A specification of a good all-round tractor 
for farm work given by one authority was 
as follows :—‘‘It should be of the light type; 
22-30 horse-power, at revolutions not exceed- 
ing twelye hundred per minute; 4 cylinders, 
good, strong and efficient radiator ; gear drive 
fan, and water pump; governed engine, mag- 
neto ignition, forced lubrication. crank case 
te be of ‘stréng design; easy access to all 
parts requiring adjusting; ball bearings to 
be made as dust-proof as possible ; two speeds 
and reverse; all gears to be machine cut and 
of highest grade material, heat treated; rear 
axle to be of strong design; ample brakes to 
be fitted on rear wheels for use when on 
road ‘haulage, weight not to exceed 30 ewt., 
to have belt power and speed capable of 
driving full-sized threshing machine or any 
other implements used-on the farm; adjust- 
able drawbar; facilities for changing spuds 
or strakes quickly and replacing with solid 
rubber twin tyres on rear wheels, single on 
front without change of wheel; to be fitted 
with an air clarifier and dil filter; the front 
axle to be sprung and pivoted, capable of 
movement to accommodate. wheels on irregu- 
lar surfaces,”’ 

On the whole, the conference, which was 
presided over by Sir Merrik Burrell, was a 
distinct success,. and should’ prove useful in 
bringing the user and supplier of improved 
mechanical means more closely in contact 
with one another. The conditions and re- 
quirements of the cultivation of soil in this 
country are so varied that implement makers 
cannot inquire too much about them before 
‘making their machines. 
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At a sale of Suffolk Punch horses held in 
Ipswich recently, a well-bred stallion of the 
breed was purchased for Co. Cork, for the 
starting of a new stud there.

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TRACTOR PLOUGHING 
MATCH. 


A NOVEL COMPETITION. 


From Ovr AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
An unusual event at Irish foughing matches 
look placeon Friday, 9th March, at Grange- 
nolvin, Athy, the property of Mr. Thomas 
Carty. This was a tractor ploughing com- 
nonin organised by Captain Hosie on 
ehalf of Messrs, Duthie, Large and Co., 
Lid., Athy. There were ten competitors, 
including some fifty-acre farmers, and some 
of the operators..were remarkable for their 
youth. The young man. whose work was 
placed second was stated to be a novice at 
tractor ploughing. Yet he did the work vf 
a skilful ploughman. Fordson tractors. were 
used throughout, and the ploughs were 
double-furrow, self-lift implements of the 
Ransome, Cockshutt, Oliver and Ferguson 
makes. Not a single tractor stopped from, 
the moment the land was broken until the 
competition closed, and with the work of 
the prizewinners, the judgesMesars. John 
Kelly, J. N. Green and W. Mullins—were 
well) satisfied. 


The Prizewinnere. 


First prize was given to Captain. Hone, 
Kilmeade, Atliy if Hayden, prongimat): 
with a Ransome R.5§.L.D./Y.L. at, sh 
second to Mr. John Keily, Glasshealy (Tim 
Kelly), with a similar plongh, and third to 
Mr. Thomas Carty, Levitstown (Sam Bailey), 
with a Cockshutt. 

These competitors ploughed at the rate of 
four statute acres per eight-hour day. Some 
others, who tried to'do more, didnot’ turn, 
the sod under properly, and so .lost, points. 
Altogether it was a remarkable demonstra- 
tion of the utility of the tractor on the farm. 

There is* just. one comment that. may be 
made. In the absence of expert advice as to 
adjustment of their ploughs some of the trac- 
tor drivers did not get the best out of their 
outfits. Had this been permitted, work would” 
probably have been 50 per cent. better. Few 
of the competitors had long éxperiehce of the 
tractor and double-furrow plough. “The re- 
sults .obtained were, therefore, .all the more 
gratifying, but with. a few hints from the 
éxperts on the field they could easily have 
been better. In a test of skill it is, of course, 
essential that each competitor should be left 
to his own resources, but in a noval competi- 
tion like the: present a few hints from ‘the 
plough experts would seem to be permissible 
in: the absénce. of previous . coaching. 


A Big Tillage Farm. 


The owner of this particular farm is one of 
the largest tillage farmers in Co. Kildare. 
Last season he had nearly 300 acres under 
barley and 60 acres of sugar beet. 
is unsuited for anything but tillege, and 
in order to get the farm work done with 
speed and economy Mr. Carty uses no fewer 
than six Fordson tractors, These are em- 
ployed in all kinds of farming operations, 
and-also in necessary haulage. 

A demonstration --was -given the 
“Universal” tractor trailer; of a drag 
scraper for levelling lumpy ‘land,. and a 
Roderick Lean automatic disc harrow. 


SOW WITH LITTER OF 727. 


‘’ PET '' BONHAMS AS 


PORKERS. 


Mr. James McLaughlin, Glasha, Carn- 
donagh, Co. Donegal, whose sow—an almost 
pure-bred Large White Ulster—recently had 
a litter of 27 (and had '26 half a year pre- 
viously), in her four successive litters has 
farrowed 93 young pigs. Our local corre- 
spondent was informed that Mr. McLaughlin 
does not himself rear more than from 12 to 
14 pigs out of the large litters. These, with 
the exception of from four to six which he 
keeps to sell at six months as pork, he dis- 
poses of in market at the age of two months. 
the fact that his sow has proved so prolific 
has not, so far, fetched him prices anything 
in excess of those ruling in the local market. 
Un the present occasion Mr. McLaughlin 
has been content to do with only twelve 
of the litter, that number being as 
many as the sow. will suckle. Mr. 
McLaughlin informed our correspondent 
that the methods he adopted were 
followed by those pig-breeders in the. locality 
who had to deal with exceptionally large 
litters. There is the record, for instance, of 
a litter of twenty-eight, some half-a-dozen 
years ago, in the neighbouring district of 
Malin, when all the young pigs were success- 
fully reared to '' pork ” by these methods. 


Bottle Feeding. 


The methods might not appeal to anyone 
who thought he might make an easy fortune 
by pig-breeding. The . surplus pigs. all, 
except, perhaps, two or three, are given away 
as a ge to any neighbour who. wishes to 
undertake the rearing of them. Only farmers 
who have some milk for the purpose, of 
course, get any, and only one, as a rule, is 
given to one person, 

The young pigs are at first fed with cows’ 
milk, diluted slightly with water, and with, 
sometimes, a little sugar added. ‘An 
ordinary feeding-bottle tube is  some- 
times used; Lut more frequently the milk 
is given with a spoon, about once every 
hour or hour and a half. Sometimes other 
methods of injecting the milk into the young 
pig's mouth are adopted, some of these not 
striking one as very hygienic, as, for in- 
stance, the attendant taking a mouthful of 
milk and letting it run from his own lips 
down into the pig’s. Mr. McLaughlin uses 
the spoon, but hie considers’ the feeding 
bottle tube very good. -A neighbour reared 
three “pet” pigs by the latter method. 
He made a- box, in which the pigs lay, The 
feeding bottles were outside the box and the 
teats of the tubes protruded through holes 
made in the side of the box, so that each 
pig had one for itself. From his sow’s last 
itter a neighbour of Mr. McLaughlin. has 
now a pig reared as a “ pet ” without ever 
having sucked the sow. It is about two 
cwts. in weight. When only ‘two days old 
the young pigs will drink milk themselves 
from a bowl; They. lie with the.sow, but, 
instead of sucking her, when. the ‘sty door 
is opened the ‘ surplus ' run .out to their 
milk-bowl..

It is, therefore, still 
imore untrue to suggest that I advised any- 
one to get out of Chinchillas.”

Une 
English traveller believed that the earcases 
would be better burnt than buried, while 
another thought that the animals should be 
cured. 

In the House of Commons recently the 
British Mimster for Agriculture stated’ that 
no experiments have as yet been carried out 
by the Foot-and-Mouth Restarch Committee 
to determine the after-effects on animals 
which have had foot-and-mouth disease and 
recovered from it. There «was, however, 
considerable evidence from abroad. that the 
after-effects of the disease are variable; store 
cattle suffer a serious loss of condition, but, 
as a rule, recover, whereas milch cows and 
ewes often develop permanent. defects of the 
udder and teats, which either depreciate their 
value or destroy their usefulness. Mortality~ 
among unweaned stock is very high. The 
Minister added that the Continental view is | 
that a certain proportion of the recovered 
animals become “ carriers’’ of the disease, 
and are for a long time capable of infeet- 
ing susceptible stock. 


MOLE DRAINING OF 
PASTURES. | 


The . seriously. waterlogged condition . of 
much of our pasture land renders it. neces- 
sary for many farmers, who have not done sb, 
‘to consider again the question of . mole 
draining. 

Good results with mole draining can ax é 
be expected on land with a clay. subsoil. 
On fields with a lighter subsoil, or where 
there are pockets of other kinds of~soil, ime 
provement by mole draining cannot be ex- 
pected to be so great, or so lasting; it may, 
however, more than repay the cost and so 
make it worth while to repeat the operation 
from time to time. An efficient outfall is 
essential ; it will probably spoil all the work 
if water is allowed to stand in the moles 
through the main draiti or the outfall becom- 
ing blecked up. 

or mole draining with the aid of a 
tractor, it is advisable to employ an effi- 
cient and powerful machine. In order to ob- 
tain a proper grip by the wheels strakes 
should be used. Gdod results have been ob- 
tained in recent trials with caterpillar*type 
tractors. The detachable spuds which are 
supplied with some tractors have frequently 
failed to give adequate adhesion. The strakes 
should extend the full width of the driving 
wheels; and in some cases where the ground 
ig very difficult even beyond the wheel rim: 
A tractor so straked will do good work, even 
on very wet fields.

ALLEGED CONTEMPT 
OF COURT. 
STATEMENTS IN A 
NEWSPAPER, 


In the High Court, Dublin, yesterday, 
before Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice 
Meredith and Mr. Justice Hanna, 

In the case of the Attorney-General v. 
Sean T. O’Kelly, T.D., editor of The Nation, 
a motion was listed on notice yesterday 
for an order of attachment against the 
defendant for alleged contempt ot Court by 
passing for printing and causing to be printed 
and published in the issue of The Nation 
of the 18th of last month a note or state- 
ment on e 1, column 2, entitled ‘‘Con- 
tempt for Free State Courts,” and an article 
on pages 4 and 5 entitled “ Judge’s Insolence 
to Jurors.” . 

When liberty to serve notice of motion to 
attach Mr. O'Kelly was applied for on the 
29th of last month an affidavit of Superinten- 
dent Peter Ennis, of the Detective Branch 
of the Civic Guard, was referred to. It 
stated, in effect, that the article headed 
‘‘ Judge's Insoleace to Jurors ” had reference 
to the trials of Sean Russell, Michael Price 
and James Donnelly in the Central Criminal 
Court, Dublin, and that when arraigned 
Sean Russell and Michael Price were silent. 
A jury was empanelled to try whether they 
were mute of malice or by visitation of God. 
After retiring three times the foreman of 
the jury announced that they could not agree. 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne then discharged them, 
adding that some of their body had acted iu 
disregard of their oath and the law. 

The article referred to in the affidavit went 
on to ask what legal or moral right had any 
judge to animadvert on the'conduct of juries, 
and to state the functions of a judge, adding 
that the law protected the jurors in their 
room from a judge’s insolence, but a judge 
on the bench was privileged to say anything 
he liked, however irrelevant, and those whom 
he insulted or defamed had no right of action; 
either civil or criminal, against him. 

A PRELIMINARY OBJECTION. 
Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., who, with Mr. 


' Gavan Duffy and Mr. C. Maguire (instructed 


by Messrs. Ruttledge and Corr), appeared 
for the defendant, raised a _ preliminary 
objection to the jurisdiction of the Court to 
decide the issue. . He mentioned that the 
notice of motion served on Mr. O'Kelly was 
for an order of attachment against him for 
his contempt of Court in sing for printing 
and causing to be prin and pubjished in 
The Natson of the 18th February, 1928, a 
note or statement on page 1, column 2 
entitled “ Contempt for Free State Courts,” 
and an article on pages 4 and 5 entitled 
‘*Judge’s Insolence to Jurors,” so that, he 
said, their lordships would see that, without 
leave being obtained, Mr. O’Kelly was im- 
leaded for a second contempt of Court, 

use the affidavit on which the original 
application was granted referred only to what 
was mentioned on page 4. He mentioned 
that for the purpose of letting the Court 
know that he was not passing it by, but 
his main objection went to the jurisdiction 
of the Court, and he submitted that that 
Cou : had no jurisdiction to decide the issue. 
He relied on Article 72 of the Constitution, 
which provided that no person should be 
tried on any criminal charge without a jury. 
In this case the offence alleged against Mr. 
O’Kelly was a misdemeanour, a constructive 
contempt of Court. If that was a criminal 
offence, his client was entitled to be tried 
by a jury, and to reserve his defence until 
such time as he was before a proper tribunal. 
No affidavit in reply had been filed by Mr. 
O'Kelly, as he submitted that that Court had 
no jurisdiction to ask him to plead. 

r. Bewley, K.C., who, with Mr. Lavery, 
K.C., and Mr. T. A. Finlay (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), appeared for the 
Attorney-General, said that the Attorney- 
General was anxious to have this matter 
i of at the first opportunity, as he 
considered that Mr. O'Kelly had been guilty 
of a grave contempt of Court. Of course, 
it was for their lordships to decide how it 
should be heard. 

Mr. Justice Sullivam said that the Court 
was not inclined to take the case in two 
instalments, and if Mr. Comyn wanted time 
to put in an effidavit they would give him 


every opportunity of doing so.

Me, ; i. asked that the Court should 
give him an opportunity now of hearing him 
on the jurisdiction, as he was 
SO cnofident on that point that, if they 
decided against him, he would seek the 
opinion of the Supreme Court. It would, 

thought, be unjust to. compel his client 
to put in an <ffidavit at the nt stage. 
He did not now ‘intend to do more. than 
state his objection ty the Court withont 
arguing it. Under the provisions of the 
Constitution there could be no argument on 
the other side, 

After some further discussion, Mr. Comyn 
was heard on the question whether or not 
the Court had jurisdiction under the Con- 
stitution to hear the application, and on the 
meaning of constructive contempt of Court. 


THE COURT'S JURISDICTION. 

Counsel cited several decisions to show 
that constructive contempt of ‘Court could 
be dealt with in three ways. It could be 
dealt with by criminal information, by in: 
dictment, and by attachment fo" contempt. 
He submitted that Article 72 of the Con- 
stitution took away the third remedy that 
existed. 

At this stage Mr. Bewley conceded that 
it was a criminal cause or matter. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I gather from Mr. 
Bewley that he concedes it might be, and 
was, criminal. He limited it to the cause 
or matter. If you have it in its nature 
criminal, the next. thing you have to take 
up is that it is a charge, and, thirdly, that 
it is a trial. Which of those do you pro 
pose to take first? 

Mr. Comyn—lI will proceed to show that it 
is a charge. The notice of the crime, the 
warning to attend before the principal Court 
duly constituted to hear it, the grounding 
upon a sworn affidavit brought by the 
Attorney-General against the accused man 
here—all that bears every element of a 
charge. Counsel added that if this was a 
misdemeanour, he was entitled to a jury, and 
as the defendant was charged as being an 
editor he was entitled to the benefit of Fox's 
Act. As to whether or not this was a trial, 
he would say that there had been no case 
of the kind since the Constitution came into 
operation, The case could not arise before 
that, and to get a net decision on the point 
was impossible. The question at issue was 
whether the editor, Mr. O’Kelly, had been 
guilt~ of constructive contempt of Court, and 
counsel submitted that this was a trial on a 
criminal charge. 

Mr. Comyn later referred to affidavits filed, 
and said that the first article impleaded here 
was the article on Page 4. There was no 
intention whatever to proceed in respect of 
the sub-editorial on Page 1. 

Mr. Bewley—I do not know whose inten- 
tion my friend is referring to, but I made 
it perfectly clear last week that the two 
articles were referred to—not one. 

Mr. Comyn said that he was considering 
the affidavit only as it was prepared, and the 
only article properly be’ -e the Court was the 
article entitled, ‘‘Judge’s Insolence to 
Jurors.” The other article referred to in 
the notice of motion had this extraordinary 

uliarity, that if,it was a contempt of 

ourt, it cited a paragraph from another 

newspaper which also would be contempt of 
Court, and the other newspaper was not 
before the Court. 

Counsel read the article entitled, “Con- 
tempt for Free State’s Courts,” which com- 
menced with the sentence, “Two separate 
juries of Dublin citizens demonstrated in the 
Central Criminal Court last Friday their utter 
contempt for the Free tate law, and which 
referred to the report of the juries who were 
called upon to decide whether the men were 
“mute by malice or by the visitation of 
God.” “The moral of all this is plain,” 
stated the article; “ Duvlin jurymen are sick 
of being called upon to assist the murderers 
of December 8th, 1929, to pursue their wicked 
vendetta against decent, honourable Irish 
citizens, whose only crime is their faithful 
adherence to their Irish Republican convic- 
tions. 

The article continued: ‘‘ The /rish Times 
is much upset over the behaviour of these 
juries, and said in an editorial on the subject 
in last Saturday’s issue—* There can be no 
excuse for such conduct. During the last few 
years all friends of the Free State have been 
rejoicing in the belief that terrorism had had 
its day, and that, at last, Dublin jurors were 
beginning to do their duty fegtlenshe. A new 
sense of civic responsibility had been. growing 
in the country, and the Saorstat no longer 
could be regarded as the evil-doer’s happy 
hunting ground. Yesterday’s experience in 
the Central Criminal Court, however, indi- 
cates that something yet remains to be 
done.’ ’’ 

“Even the /rish Times,”’ the asticle in 
The Nation concluded, “ought to have learned 
by now that courts of law, or so-called law, 
in this country will never hold the respect of 
the body of the citizens so long as they are 
used as instruments for the punishment and 
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ion of men and women solely because 
they endeavour to voice and work for the 
secular aspirations of our nation for com- 
plete independence.” ; 

It would be , said Mr. Comyn, 
if the /rish Times, which conveys the other 
side of the: y~ were also before the 
Court; but I would say it is not fair, an 
application having fs against me 


on an affidavit dealing with a’ h on 
page 4, that this other article ‘should be 
rought in now, and that the /rish Z'imes, 
which is guilty of contempt of Court, if I am, 
should be allowed to go scot free. 

Mr. Justice  Sullivan—The contempt that 
the /rish Times committed was that it agreed 
with the opinion of the Judge? 

Mr. Comyn—The We of the Judge is 
wholly immaterial. say that the /rish 
Times,’ having a wider circulation, -is 
oy more guilty. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What has the /rish 
Times said ? 

Mr. Comyn-—-Neither of them has said very 
much when you come to look at it. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—That is not what 
asking you. 

Mr. Comyn read the extract from the /rish 
7'smes, which was quoted in the article, and 
said that it contained a charge against the 
jury. 

Mr, Justice Hanna—There is no charge 
against the jury there. 

Mr. Comyn—Of course, there is. The 
charge is that they were not doing their duty. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I do not think they 

suggest even that the jury was not doing 
their duty. They simply regret the result. 
_ Mr. Comyn said that he did not want to 
implead the /rish Times, but he thought that 
what he had said was fair comment. His 
elient, he submitted, was not put on his 
defence until a prima facie case was made 
against him before a jury. The Legislature 
manifestly intended that a question of this 
kind should go to the jury. 

THE CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 

Counsel went on to say that, if it came 
before Judge O’Byrne, he would put forward 
the same argument on the Constitution as he 
had put before their lordships. He would 
say that he had no jurisdiction to entertain 
it; it would have to be tried by a jury. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—You will show us 
afterwards that the Central Criminal Court is 
distinct from the High Court? 

Mr. Comyn—I cannot undertake that. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—Then the bottom falls 

out of your argument. 
_Mr. Justice Hanna—The Central Criminal 
Court is a name given to a Judge of the 
High Court, who sits by designation of the 
President to hear the criminal business of 
that Court. 

Mr. Comyn—The word ‘‘Court” mav be 
taken in different designations. I am arguing 
that this Court has no jurisdiction because 
this is a criminal charge, and I am entitled 
to a jury. 

Counsel added that he thought it would 
be a very bad precedent for the Court to 
extend their own jurisdiction against the 
Constitution. 

Mr. Bewley—I want to call your lordships’ 
attention to the fact that no affidavit has 
been filed in reply to my affidavit. If the 
affidavit is not filed by to-morrow morning 
I will certainly apply to your lordships not 
to allow it to be filed on the ground that 
it has been deliberately withheld. 

Mr. Comyn—I am going to apply to your 
lordships as the exigencies of the case re- 

ulre, 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

A CONSIGNMENT OF BOOTS. 


LEEDS MANUFACTURERS’ 


APPEAL, 


Messrs. Scales and Sons, Ltd., boot and 
shoe manufacturers, of Grove Works, Leeds, 
Yorkshire, England, appealed from a jodg: 
ment of Special Commissioners Lynch, K.C., 
and Fitzgerald, K.C., affirming an order 
made by Judge Roche in the Circuit Court 
at Boyle on th July, 1926, dismissing the 
plaintiffs’ action against James Gordon, 
merchant (trading as James Gordon and 
Son), of Ballaghaderreen, County Roscommon, 
to recover £247 odd for a large quantity of 
boots alleged to have been sold to the 
defendant. 

The Special Commissioners, it appeared, 
differed in their opinions with respect to the 
case, Commisisoner Lynch, K.C., being in 
favour of affirming Judge Roche s decision 
and Commissioner Fitzgerald, K.C., in favour 
of reversing it. 

Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. Louis O’Doherty 
(instructed by Mr. John Forde) appeared for 
the appellants; and Mr. Leonard, KC. and 
Mr. Eavery, K.C, (instructed by Mr. D. 
McDermott) for the respondent. 

According to the evidence the order for the 
boots was taken by a member of the plaintiff 
company, accompanied by their traveller 
with samples, from a young employé in the 
defendant's shop when the defendant was ill 
in bed upstairs, the buyer of the establish- 
ment, it was stated, being on strike at the 
time. Samples having been produced, the 
order was given by the employé after he had 
consulted the defendant. 

The plaintiffs shortly afterwards forwarded 
the boots to the defendant, but he refused 
to accept delivery, on the grounds that there 
should have been confirmation of the samples 
before putting “the bulk” in hands, and 
that the plaintiffs had rushed the delivery 
of the goods. It appeared also that some 
objection had been taken to the nails put in 
the boots. 

The further hearing of the appeal was 
adjourned till to-day. 


ALLEGED INTERFERENCE WITH

Orders for discovery of documents to both 
parties were granted in a case of Ebenezer 
Shackleton, trading as E. Shackleton and 
Sons, ‘Barrow Mills, Carlow, against the Irish 
Sugar Manufacturing Co., Ltd., Dame 
street, Dublin, The plaintiff is a mill-owner, 
holding lands at Graigue, on which a mill 
has been erected, and the defendants are in- 
corporated under the Companies Acts for, 
among other purposes, the manufacture of 
sugar from sugar beet, and he alleges that 
the defendants erected large factories some 
distance from the river, on which his mill! is 
situated; that they interfere with his rights

Trancis Louis v Troy, Mary Kate Madden, 
and Thomas Colbert, all of County Longford, 
were indicted wth conspiracy to cheat ana 
defraud bookmakers in various p-rts of [re- 
land, including Cork, Sligo, Mallow, Water- 
ford, and Tuam, ly the transmission of 
back-coced telegrams placing bets on horses 
entered in races which, at the time, were 
known to have already run, the results of 
the races also being known. 

The period covered by these alleged 
transactions extended from January to 
August, 1926, a:.d .t was alleged that the 
male prisoners used Mary Kate Madden, 
who was an assistant in the Post Office, 
for the despatch of the telegrams. She was 
further charged with having forged a number 
of the telegrams which had heen forwarded 
to the bookmakers with whom the male 
prisoners had dealings. 

further charge against the male 
risoners was that of falsely obtaining money 
alleged to have been won, from some of the 
bookmakers.

PRISONERS RELEASED ON 
BAIL. 


The men found guilty of conspiracy in con- 
nection with the misappropriation of Army 
stores and building materials from military 
barracks were put forward. They were ex-

On their behalf Mr. Brereton Barry and Mr. 
Felix Sherry made appeals for clemency.

RESCUING CHILDREN

WORK OF IRISH MISSION. 


The annual meeting of the Mission to 
Lepers (Ireland) was held yesterday in the 
Molesworth Hall, Dublin. The Archbishop of 
Dublin presided, and the report was read by 
Mr. A. T. Barber, secretary. During the 
year 25,642 14s. 10d. was received, which is 
£1,146 13s. 9d. less than last year’s total. 
The balance sheet shows, however, that the 
principal and vital source of income are £278 
6s. 3d. in advance of the previous years 
total. The decrease is in the gifts for special 
purposes, such as buildings, and from 
legacies, which only amounted to £355, as 
compared with £1,090 last year. 

The Archbishop said that it was with great 
pleasure that he presided at the meeting, 
and one of his reasons was that it was one 
of those gatherings in which representatives 
and inembers of the various Churches took 
part. One thing which ought to commend 
the work of the society particularly was the 
fact that largely through its activities 
leprosy, which they had been accustomed to 
look on as a fatal disease, they were now 
beginning to see was not of necessity fatal 
or non-curable. Among the greater benefits 
conferred hy the society was that of rescuing 
children from what would be almost certain 
contagion; six hundred had been rescued 
from leper homes or surroundings. 

Dr. Duncan Main, of Hangchow, said that 
it was in Dublin that the Leper Mission was 
born through the work of Mr. Wellesley 
Bailey. The Mission owed much to him, and 
Dublin ought to be proud of him. 

Mr. W. H. P. Anderson, general secretary, 
said that a good deal of the information 
given in thesLondon papers had not been 
quite reliable. When they were told that 
leprosy would be wiped out in ten years, that 
the extinction of the disease would be 
possible in that time, there had been .an 
over-statement of the case—one which was 
likely to do harm instead of good. There 
were no less than three million lepers in 
the world; there were great areas where 
nothing was being done, and places where 
profound ignorance, poverty and bad con- 
ditions made for the propagation and advance 
of this disease. They had to remember that 
even Governments could not provide trained 
workers and funds to bring about any such 
result as had been intimated in the Press. 
There was nothing to be gained by under- 
estimating the magnitude of the task that 
lay before them; but an advance had been 
made that had called to them as a challenge 
to go forward. 


COW RUNS AMOK IN 
DUBLIN STREET. 


TWO BOYS AND A MAN 
INJURED. 


A young cow ran amok yesterday morning 
and dashed along Lower Dorset street, 
Dublin, and injured several people before 
it was captured and killed in Fitzroy avenue. 

Two boys—Loui: Murphy (13), of Elizabeth 
street, ani Donald bui (11), of Hollybank 
road— ceived slight cuts and abrasions 
throug being knocked down. Edward 
Barry (46), a bricklayer, of Temple street, 
Dublin, was hurt in the back. All three were 
taken to the Mater Hospital in the Fire 
Brigade Ambulance and detained for treat- 
ment. 


COUNTY TYRONE BOY KILLED. 


Last Tuesday night a fatal accident 
eceurred to a boy, James Devlin, of Clonty- 
Guin, Ardhoe, Coagh (Co. Tyrone), a short 
distance frora his own home.

since December 3lst last policies against loss 
by fire without having deposited with the 
Accountant-General a sum of £20,000, as re- 
quired by law. | 

Mr. Dickie, K.C.; Mr. Denning, K.C., and 
Mr. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
James O'Connor and Company) appeared for 
the plaintiff; and Mr. J. Geoghegan, K.C., 
and Mr. T. Finlay (instructed by Mr, T. J. 
Deering) for the defendants. 

Mr .Geoghegan opened the case for the 
defendant company. Many questions, he 
said, had been raised by the prosecution 
which would have been relevant if the de 
fendant company’s certificate had been given 
under the Act of 1909. But the certiticate 
was not got under that Act. 

EXEMPTION FROM DEPOSIT. 

In order that they might be exempt from 
lodging the £20,000 two things had to be 
done, and were done. They had to frame the 
constitution of the company under Section 2 
of the Act of 1926 and to carry out the 
necessary registration armed with the expres- 
sion of the Minister’s satisfaction. The 
moment these two conditions were complied 
with they obtained exemption from lodging 
the deposit. 

If they carried on business outside their 
constitution there were various ways of deal- 
ing with them. If they outstepped their con- 
stitution the penalty was not to lodge 

20,000. One way of dealing with them 
would be by means of an injunction. The 
main point was that they had comphed with 
the provisions of the statute and had obtained 
the certificate of the Minister. 

Mr. George Battie, Chief Clerk, Companies 
Registration Office, was called by Mr. 
Geoghegan, and gave evidence to the effect 
that he produced a letter received by the 
Registrar of Joint Stock Companies from the 
Department of Industry and Commerce 

Mr. Denning objected to the witness's evi- 
dence being taken to prove the contention of 
the defendants. 

Mr. Geoghegan replied that all he could 
do was to ask for a summons for the attend- 
ance of the Minister, and, after some dis- 
cussion, 

The case was adjourned until Wednesday 
next for the attendance of the Secretary to 
the Ministry. < 


KIDNAPPING CASE SEQUEL. 


AN ABSENT COMPLAINANT IN 


ASSAULT CHARGE. 
(BEFORE MR, CO'.LINS.) 

Joseph Isaacson, South Circular road, was 
summoned by Lily Harris for having assaulted 
her at Leinster road on March 7 last. 

When the case was called the complainant 
did not appear, and Mr. Hector Hughes, 
K.C., who (instructed by Mr. Michael Novk) 
appeared for the defendant, said that he had 
had inquiries made, and ascertained that the 
girl was not in the precincts oí the court. He 
applied for a dismiss, with costs. 

Mr. Collins—I shall dismiss the case, but 
I cannot give costs against the complainant, 
cas! is only a tailoress, or something of the 
kind. 


ALLEGED PERSECUTION. 

Mr. Hughes—I put it to you that Mr. 
Isaacson is a man who holds a responsible 
position in this city, both as a dentist and as 
a beadle in the Hebrew congregation. He 
wants to have an end put to this persecution. 
There is an appeal pending in the case in 
which he was convicted by you for the alleged 
kidnapping of this girl. 

Mr. Collins—Why is the appeal 
posed of? 

Mr. Hughes—Because Mr. Coleman, who 
was also convicted, was not ready to go on, 
and Judge Davitt wants to take both cases 
together. My client is most anxious that the 
appeal should be heard, and the decision 
reversed as quickly as possible. 

In the case now before the Justice, Mr. 
Hughes went on, his client was summoned 
for an assault on March 7, and no particulars 
of the time were given. Consequently, he 
had to account for his movements during the 
whole of that day, and bring a large number 
of witnesses there, including Dr. Gudanski, 
the Rabbi. He had been put to considerable 
costs to defend himself against a charge that 
was not prosecuted. 

Mr. Collins—When the case was before me 
in November last I had a good deal of sym- 

athy with young Mr. Coleman, but none at 
all with Mr. Joseph Isaacson.

Russia and Germany. 


Since they seized power in 1917 the 
Russian Bolsheviks have been guilty of 
many acts -of folly; but none has been 
more foolish than their latest perfurmance 
in ‘the Don Valley. One of the earliest 
results of: Bolshevist rule in Russia was 
the complete paralysis of industry. When 
Lenin decided to abandon his programme 
of pure Communism, and proclaimed the 
advent of the “new economic policy,” 
the mandarins of the Kremlin discovered 
that; while Russia was teeming with 
labourers, they had a minimum of tech- 
nical skill at their disposal. They decided, 
therefore, to import skilled men from 
abroad in ‘order to revive Russia’s ruined 
industries; and offered liberal induce- 
ments to foreign engineers and other crafts- 
men. - Advantage was taken of this offer 
by a.large number of German technicians, 
and ‘among those who went to Russia were 
six engineers, three of whom were in the 
employment of the famous “ A.E.G.,” or 
General “Electric Company, of Berlin.

One of them is that 
the Bolsheviks, being desperately anxious 
to cover up the abject failure of their 
economic policy and of their attempts to 
bring about an industrial revival, have 
seized the opportunity to make scape- 
goats of the six German engineers. Yet 
Russia’s only hope of economic recovery 
lies in Germany’s help. After the war the 
Germans, having lost a large portion of 
their richest territory, looked to Russia 
for a field of industrial development, and 
were more than willing to assist the 
Bolsheviks to ‘restore their country’s 
fortunes. Russia, on the other hand, cut 


world, found in Germany’s technica] skill 
and economic enterprise the very things 
that she sorely lacked. An economic 
alliance between the two nations seemed 
at one time to be inevitable. The rest of 
Europe was becoming anxious corcerning 
the future ; for it recognised that a Russo-

Berlin, which a week ago 
was. eager to help the Russians, now is 
furious, and the chances of the economic 
treaty which is being negotiated between 
Russia and Germany have been almost 
ruined. Whether or not the six engineers

The Nation’s Timber. 


Yesterday in the House of Lords the 
decline of woodlands.in Great Britain was 
discussed. Lord Clinton stated that the 
annual increment of timber was equivalent 
only to the supply required every three 
weeks. This means that, if importation 
of timber were arrested, Britain would 
consume in less than a month all the 
wood that had grown in a year, and then 
—if imported supplies still were lacking— 
would begin to eat into her forest capital. 
It is certain that England, even with the 
forests of sparsely populated Scotland to 
aid her, never can produce a timber crop 
equal to her vast annual consumption. 
Nevertheless, the present paucity of 
native timber is calamitous. 
able work been done by the 
British Forestry Commissioners, whose 
plantations have arrested the decline in 
the area under woods ; but we believe that 
the British nation will agree with Lord 
Clinton's objections to Lord Parmoor’s 
demand for public contro] and «public 
ownership of woods. The expense involved 
in a universal nationalisation of timber 
resources would be At the 
same time the adoption of the socialistic 
policy in respect of forests would conflict 
British and it would 
involve a rural revolution. Who, save an 
economist without a soul, could contem- 
plate with satisfaction the disappearance 
of England’s private woodlands, and the 
nationalisation of all the spinneys and 
demesnes that beautify her counties? What

In the Parliament of Northern Ireland, 
too, afforestation was mentioned yester- 
day. The Minister for Agriculture moved 
a vote for certain moneys, part of which 
is required for the Forestry Department. 
Mr. Archdale said that already an area 
of 11,211 acres had been planted, and that 
in the coming year -hey hoped to double 
the average area of 350 acres planted 
annually in the last six years. Serious as 
the loss of forests is to England, a yet 
more unsatisfactory state of affairs pre- 
vails throughout Ireland. There was a 
day when woods were loved so well 
in Ireland that their hewing-down was 
lamented in song and applied as a symbol 
of calamity; but to-day he who enters 
into possession of land makes it his first 
business to hew down the towering elms 
and the gracious beeches that screen the 
bareness of his acres. The only trees 
that are planted in considerable numbers 
by private persons are quick-growing 
conifers, which give a shoddy air to the 
land that they shelter in the place 
of the stately trees of old. It seems that 
the present generation thinks only in 
terms of its own immediate interest. 
Formerly men inherited trees that their 
fathers had planted, and themselves 
planted seedlings in order to benefit their 
children. The men of to-day, themselves 
ill-rooted in stable ways of life, bid the 
future to serve itself. With the passing 
of the family settled in an accustomed 
place, only the State seems to possess 
consciousness of a life longer than that of 
a generation and to lay plans accord-

The Traffic Problem. 

The great English railway companies 
are de ‘powers to invade the 
roads. Speaking in London, on Tuesday, 
Mr. R. Bell, of the London and North- 
Eastern Company, gave a graphic explana- 
tion of the economic pressure which 
enforces this step. “He said that in parts 
of the country where omnibuses were 
unusually plentiful the number of pas- 
senger journeys on railways had been 


falling by 20 per cent. every week. In 


1925 the railways which are now organised 
as four groups carried’ 865,500,000 pas- 
sengers; last year ‘the number was 
794,000,000. This decrease of 8 per cent. 
was accompanied by a decline of 
£4,500,000 in passenger receipts. Since 
the railways are large contributors to the 
upkeep of the roads, they have a strong 
case for their claim to use the roads in 
defence of their shareholders’ interests. 
Naturally, the proprietors of omnibuses 
take a different view; and, so far as 
facilities for travel are concerned, the 
general public is tertius gaudens. The 
competition of omnibuses has compelled 
the railways to reduce their charges and 
to provide more attractive services. When 
Mr. Bell said that, despite his own com- 
pany’s falling receipts from passengers, 
‘there never was a time when the pas- 
senger department was so full of energy 
and ideas,” he merely acknowledged cause

The other is such an improved control of 
road ‘traffic as will protect the taxpayer's 
pocket and his life. In this matter we 
find the Free State Government guilty of 
a sad lack of imagination and foresight. 
By its’ stubborn postponement of an 
inevitable task it is refusing to be at 
once a reformer and a pioneer. 


Speed in the Air. 


Flight-Lieutenant Kinkead’s body has 
been ‘recovered from: the Solent, but the 
exact cause of his death remains, and, 
perhaps, always will remain, unknown. 
It appears, however, that the sacrifice of 
this gallant life was consoled with high 
achievement ; for before Flight-Lieutenant 
Kinkead died he attained the desire of 
his heart. The British team won the 
Schneider, Cup at Venice with a “record” 
of 2814 miles an honr. Soon afterwards 
Major de Bernardi recaptured the “ record ’’ 
for Italy with a speed of just 300 miles. 
The Aeronautical Correspondent of The 
Times says that on Monday Flight- 
Lieutenant Kinkead eclipsed the Italian 
* record ”—in fact, though, of course, not 
technically—beyond the Royal Air Force's 
most extravagant hopes.. During his trial 
flight on Sunday morning he reached, as 
his speed indicator showed, a rate of no 
less than 430 miles an hour. On Tuesday, 
in the actual attempt upon the “record, 
he climbed to 1,300 feet over the Isle of 
Wight, and then turned with the inten- 
tion to dive to the water, in order to 
“flatten out” and fly at under 150 feet, 
as required, over the course. During that 
initial dive he may: have attained a speed 
of 350 miles an hour. He had been urged 
to content himself with a speed of 305 
miles, which would have beaten the 
“record”; but in his zeal for the fame 
of his se vice he took risks which the 


designers of the Supermarine Napier sea- 


plane might have hesitated’ to permit. 


Expert examination of the machine may 
astonishing speed put 
unimagined stresses on the aircraft, engine 
and propeller. There is another possi- 
bility—that the human element failed to 
survive the prodigious test, and that the 
pilot was overcome by the fumes from the 
exhaust gases. The truth, if it be dis- 
covered, will advance the science of 
aviation, and we may be sure that for 
Flight-Lieutenant Kinkead that gain 
would have been a more tha. sufficient 
reward.

Two officers were killed when a Bristol 
fighter aeroplane crashed during aerial 
manceuvres here to-day. They were Fly- 
ing Officer J. J. Mumford Matthews, of 
No. 2 Army Co-operation Squadron, and 
Lieutenant D. F. C. Scott, of the Essex 
Regiment. 

A flight of five bombers were engaged in 
aerial manceuvres over the aerodrome, 
when one of the machines descended for 
repairs. This machine a few “minutes 
later took the air again, and had just re- 
sumed its place in the squadron forma- 
tion when a Bristol fighter, piloted by 
Flying Officer Matthews, with, as passen- 
ger, Lieutenant Scott, who had never be-. 
fore flown, fell into its: slip stream be- 
hind. The pilot of-the Bristol fighter 
attempted to rise out of the wind of the 
machine in front, and, in doing. so, 
struck the left side .of the bomber’s 
fuselage. The Bristol fighter then lost its 
tear plane, turned over again and again 
in the air, and: crashed to the ground 
from a distance of about eight hundred 
feet. Both pilot and officer were. in- 
stantly killed. 

Mr. H. H. Impett, who was working on 
a farm not 100 yards from the scene of 
the crash, stated last night :—‘‘ I saw the 
five bombing planes and a smaller 
machine coming over ; they were travelling 
at about sixty miles an hour.. The Bristol 
fighter, when it got caught in the wind of 
the Virginia bomber, seemed to wobble. 
It then rose, and its nose hit the large 
aeroplane. There was a tremeridous re- 
port, like the breaking of a hundred 
timbers. Then the Bristol fighter turned 
over rapidly for about one hundred yards 
and then nose-dived to the ground.

ALLEGED VENDETTA. 

PLEA FOR “ POLITICAL 
PRISONERS.” * 

Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., North 
Mayo) moved “- that a,Select Committee, to be 
nominated by the Committee of Selection, be 
set up forthwith, with power to review the 
cases of all prisoners who claim that their 
cases arise out of the civil war, or, apart from 
strictly legal considerations, have a political 
aspect, and to recommend to the Executive 
Council the release of such prisoners. 

He said that a deputation from his party 
had waited on the Minister for Justice, and 
pnt various cases before him. Some were of 
& purely political character; in others the 
sentences, they contended, were excessive, in 
go far as there had been acute political feel- 
ing at the time, while in others the prisoners 
thought that they were carrying out the 
Republican policy. 

It was quite clear that there had beema 
political vendetta. At that time they jiad 
een members on the ‘+overnment 

enches going around the country talking 
about the extermination of people having cer- 
tain political views. It was in that atmo- 
sphere that, some of those sentences were im- 
posed, and, whatever might be said of an in- 
dependent judiciary and so on, anybody who 
thought impartially or looked impartially 
at the position and at the cases he would 
mention would have no difficulty in coming to 
the conclusion that the sentences reflected a 
partisan spirit, which he called a vendetta on 
the part of prominent leaders on the Govern- 
ment side. 

So far there had been no result to the inter- 
view they had had with the Minister for 
Justice. There were also prisoners in Eng- 
land and Northern Ireland, with regard to 
whom representation should be made with 
the object of reviewing their sentences. 


OME OF THE CASES. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE then mentioned the fol- 
lowing cases :— 

Michael McPeake, arrested in 1923, sen- 
tenced to six years. He was attached to the 
Republican Army, and was charged with 
bringing an armed car over io the 
Republicans. No one could contend that that 
was not a political offence. He would like 
an explanation of that from the Minister. 
When the Opposition got into power he did 
not think that they would have, any desire 
to take action against those who deserted 
from the Republican Army. 

John Hogan, Clare, whose offence it might 
be contended was not. purely political, was im- 
prisoned for an offence committed while he 
was on duty for the Republican Army. He 
was sentenced to death, and the sentence was 
afterwards commuted to penal servitude. 

John Downey, who raided a police barrack 
in 1922, was arrested in 1923, and got. ten 
years’ penal servitude. : 

A man named Kavanagh was the victim of 
an agent provocateur named Hardy, who 
originated the raid, and who Kavanagh be- 
lieved was an official of the Republican party. 

George Gilmore was arrested in November, 
926, and sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment. If there ever was a case for 
review it was that case, unless the members 
on the Government benches had changed their 
principles and views. Gilmore challenged the 
right of Union Jack flying im this country —— 
A Government Member—He was not 
charged with that. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE | said that he. believed 
that Gilmore was charged with that offence. 
He interfered with the display of imperialism 
in this country, which they felt was a chal- 
lenge to Irish nationalism. Since his im- 
prisonment he had been cruelly ill-treated, 
Sean Russell was arrested in 1927, and was 
stil im prison, as was also a man named 
Price. 

The case agains’ Michael Calnan was 
recent—he walked out of prison when the 
gates were opened for him.

Hughes in 1926 went round the country 
robbing and breaking into houses, and for 
this offence and assault he was sentenced to 
three years. How could any responsible 
member of the House describe that as a 
political offence? 
Mr. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon)—Was he 
tried in 1926 for a crime committed in 1922! 
Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY—He started 
his career in 1922, but the offence was com- 
mitted in 1923. 

POST OFFICE ROBBERY. 
As to the case of Kavanagh, he was 
sentenced to seven years penal servitude for 
the robbery 6f Santry Post ( Office in 1922. It 
was said by Mr. Ruitledgé that a man called 
Hardy had acted as agent provocateur in the 
matter. There was no truth in that state- 
ment, The Goverument never at any time 
employed such an agent.  (Ironical cheers 
from the Opposition.)

GEORGE GILMORE. 

Regarding the case of, George Gilmore, 
the deputy. had come forward wit 
the old, old story, often contradicted, 
that he was sentenced to two years 
imprisonment for challenging the right of 
people to oat Union Jacks in the city. 
Gilmore was tried on five counts, and con- 
victed and sentenced for, ib arms, effecting 
the escape of prisoners from Mountjoy, and 
for assaulting two warders on the same 
occasion. For the first he was sentenced to 
eighteen months’ imprisonment, and for the 
jatter to six months—the sentences to run con- 
currently. If they eonsidered~the gravity 4f 
the offence, he did not see how anyone could 
say that that term of imprisonment was un- 
duly heavy. The jury had disagreed on the 
charge of assauiting twe Guards on Armistice 
Day, and also on a charge of riot and 
stabbing on the same ocfasion. 


The MINISTER—The statement is without 
foundation. There was not one single act of 
cruelty done towards this man since he en- 
tered Mountjoy. 

There were cries of “ There was ' from 
Fianna Fail deputies, to which the Minister 
retorted—‘‘ The deputies, of course, know 
more than I do. May I ask the source of 
their information *? 

Mr. G. BOLAND—The Minister took good 
care to take steps to prevent any investiga- 
tion. 

The SPEAKER said he did not see how the 
question of eruelty arose on the matter before 
the House, and ruled further discussion in 
that direction out of order. 

Continuing, the Minister for Justice said 
that the two men—Russell and Price—had 
been charged the other day before a court.

Lord Glenavy presided at yesterday s meet- 
ing of the Free State Senate; where Sir 
Walter Nugent, who was sponsored by the 
Earl of Kerry, took the oath and his seat in 
succession to the late Earl of Mayo. . 

Mr. Bennett moved the second reading of 
a bill to authorise the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company to acquire certain lands in 
Clare and Roscommon; to authorise the com- 
pany to cease working that portion of its 
undertaking formerly known as the Cork City 
Railways; to remove the bridges across the 
River Lee in Co. Cork: to authorise the 
rebuilding as. a fixed. bridge. of Crescent 
Bridge in Wexford, and to confer other 
miscellaneous powers on the company. 

Mr. T. P. Dowdall formally objected to 
the bill, and the Chairman announced that it 
would appear on the agenda for the next 
sitting of the Senate. 

It was agreed that the Methodist Church 
in Ireland Bill should be referred to a Joint 
Committee of both Houses. 

DENTISTS BILL. 

On the second stage of the Dentists Bill, 
Mr. Farren said that the bill meant that im 
future the poor man’s son would have no 
chance of becoming a dentist. He was not in 
favour of allowing unqualified persons to 
practise dentistry, but he was anxious that 
the man who had the necessary qualifications, 
bat who lacked money, should be given a 
chance. Under the bill dentistry might be- 
come a close corporation for the children of 
wealthy persons. 

Mr. J. T. O'Farrell said that all those 


tunity of doing so, and he suggested that the 
matter should be referred to a Select Com- 
mittee. It was undesirable that the Senate 
should discuss in Committee the ments or 
demerits of aspiring dentists, and it would 
not be in the interests of the public that 
such a discussion should take place.

Mr. P. J. Brady said that they should get 
an assurance from the Minister that there 
would he. reconsideration in regard to the 
names of individuals excluded by some mis- 
take. It was very desirable that those mis- 
takes should be remedied. If a man were 
qualified by experience, he should be placed 
on the register by a method similar to that 
which enabled a solicitor’s manager to become 
a solicitor. If a manager had seven years 
experience he could be admitted without a 
preliminary examination in arts. A man 
should not be prevented from being registered 
as a dentist on account of fees if he was able 
to satisfy the competent authorities that he 
had had the necessary experience. 

MINISTER'S OFFER. 

The Minister for Indastry and Commerce 
said that, if it were proposed to set up 4 
committee, he. would have ready the files 
relating to the whole matter, and, if any 
name was left out, there ¢ould be an appeal 
made to the House to investigate the case; 
and if there were any difficulties about it the 
matter could go to the Committee. It would 
be for the House to decide whether it should 
go to a Select Committee. 

Mr. O’Farrell’s suggestion was that the 
schedule should be left unlimited, and that 
those who had applied to go on the register 
should be allowed to make their way to the 
Board. They should fix a date for the send- 
ing in of applications and the closing of the 
register, so that the special cases could go 
before the Committee.
